An idea of the volume of business ! 


done at the Gettysburg curb market \ 
can be gathered from the uade iu j 
small fruits during the month of June, i 
According to the records of Market- i 
master Chas. G. Miller, at the three j 
weekly markets. Tuesday. Thursday 
and Saturday, during the four weeks 
of June there was sold 1 2.21 6 quarts of 
strawberries aud it is said a fair aver j 
age price obtained for same would be ' 
10 cents a quart. 
10.560 quarts of 


cherries were sold at an average ol at 
least 8 cents a quart. From 38 to 40 
wagons will be found each market 
morning in the square and in addition 
to the small fruits great quantities of 
all kinds of vegetables have been dis- 
posed ot. 


The farmers speak of the market 


with a uniform approval. 
They are 


saving much valuable time, for it is 
rare that a wagon is in sight at 8 a. m., 
all sold out and on the way home, giv- 
ing many more than a half day's work 
on the farm. 


The early hour that has seemed in- 


convenient to some people is more con- 
venient to a larger nunioer as it af- 
fords an opportunity to tuose who have 
to go to work at seven o'clock to get 
to market before that hour.

DIES OP WOUND GIVEN BY Dr%- 


CHARGED COLORED WAITER. 


He was Sitting in Corridor of Hotel 
Discussing a Menu with Brother 


when Fatal Shot was Fired. ,

County's Assessed Wealth. 


The annual statement showing the 


number of taxables in Adams county, 
the amount of taxes and many other 
items of special interest has been com- 
pleted in the office of the commission- 
ers. It shows that there are in Ad- 
ams county 12,519 taxables. There are 
317,193 acres of cleared land and 41,- 
564 acres of timberland 
The value of 


the real estate in the county is placed 
at $12,922,806 of which amount real 
estate, valued at $1,034,505 is exempt 
from taxation. 


The number of horses, mares geld- 


ings and mules over the age of 4 years 
is given at 10,280, and their value plac- 
ed at $448,776. The number of cattle 
over 4 years of age is 9,349 and their 
value $228,272. The value of salaries, 
occupations, etc., in the county gives a 
total of $426,914. The aggregate value 
of all property taxable for county pur- 
poses is $13,032,263, while the aggre 
gate amount of county tax assessed at 
4 mills on the dollar is $52,129.08. 


The amount of money at interest, in- 


cluding mortgages, stocks, judgments, 
etc.. is $2,720,058. The value of stages, 
hacks, cabs, etc., totals $4,065. The 
aggregate value of property taxable 
for state purposes is $2,724,123, which 
yields a tax of $10,895.49. Amount of 
tax collected for schools and school 
purposes, not including any appropria- 
tion received from the state, $63,965.61. 
Amount of taxes collected on personal 
property, $13,773.59. Amount of taxes 
collected 
on 
occupations, 
$1,695.69. 


Amount of taxes collected on licenses 
of all kinds, including wholesale and 
retail liquor licenses, $9,551.34.

most daring that has been seen fin 
Harrisburg for some years. The shept- 
ing occurred about 7.40 o'clock fol 
ing a meeting between the hotel man 
and the waiter in which the latter was 
discharged for lack of attention to 
guests. As a matter of fact, Gilbert's 
sullen conduct throughout the after- 
noon attracted the attention of Harry 
Miller, a brother of the proprietor. The 
head waiter was called in and instruct- 
ed to warn Gilbert. The latter disre- 
garded the head waiter's words anil 
told him to "go to h— 1." 


About 6.30 o'clock Gilbert was . as- 


signed to the second floor dining room. 
A guest entered the dining room and 
took a seat at a table.

erine Fitzpatrick, the cashier, he re- 
marked, "I'll be back again." 


The waiter donned his hat and coat 


and walked to the Lochiel Hotel. He 
went to the bar and accosted Charles 
Boyle, a clerk. 


"I want

a revolver, Charlie." said 


"What do you want with it," asked 


Boyle. 


"Oh, I want to shoot a rat," was the 


reply. 


Boyle refused to let him have a gun, 


so Gilbert left the hotel. He walked 
to the City Loan Company office on 
Market street and told the clerk he 
wanted to purchase a gun. His order 
was refused, so he went to Cohen's 
pawnshop a few doors below and pur- 
chased a 38-calibre revolver and se- 
curing some cartridges, placed tneir in 
the barrel and then proceeded up Mar- 
ket street to the Dauphin hotel. 


The object of his quest, Mr. Miller, 


was seated on a small Davenport in 
the front lobby. He was facing Market 
street. Beside him on the right was 
W. P. Hastings, a representative of the 
Hershey Chocolate Company, who was 
a guest at the hotel. To his kft sat 
Harry Miller, his brother. 
Hariy Mil- 


ler, although to the left of his bi other, 
sat on the end of the ballustrafl". He 
was showing hib brother the menu he 
had prepared for luncheon. The three 
men were engaged in convention 
when Gilbert entered tne hotel. They 
paid no attention to him upon his en- 
trance until he started to interrupt 
their conversation.

Two 
of the bullets struck the newel post of 
the balustrade. 


Patrolman Buch, stationed at Third 


and Market streets, heard the shots 
and running across the street came up 
to Gilbert just as he reached the car 
twks In the middle of Market street.

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STORY OF NEWSPAPER 1AM 


WHO VISITED BATTLEFIELD OF 
GETTYSBURG AFTER TBE FIGHT 


The Field With its Terrible Sight* 


of the Awful Battle is 


Described. 


Tiiouiae W. Kuox, repreeeutiuiz a 


New York City uewepmper rushes to 
Gettyebuig as eoou as the news of tb* 
battle reached the city and succeeds in 
getting to Weitysburgou July 5, 1863. 
On July 6th he sends his paper the 
following interesting etorv of what 
the fleJd looked like at that time, an 
appropriate memory on this 4Sth an- 
niversary of the great battle. 


Gettysburg, Pa., July 6, 1863. 


At the time of writiugyou yesterday 


1 bad uot visited the entire battle tield 
wnieh is hereafter to be one of the 
proud spots ot our national Imtory. 
To-day 1 have passed from end to end 
of the whole ground where the Hues 
of battle were drawn. The place bears 
evidence of having been the scene of a 
fierce struggle. The shocks ol those 
two masses of humanity, surging and 
rcsurgiug the one agaiust the other, 
could hardly pass without leaving 
their traces in fearful characters. At 
Waterloo, at Wagraiu and at Jena the 
wheat grows more luxuriantly and the 
corn ehoots its stalks further towards 
tbe sky than before the great conflicts 
that rendered those fields famous. 
Tue fields of Gettysburg and Autietam 
Lereafter shall more bountifully re- 
ward the farmer as he tills the soil, 
which has been made richer by the 
outpoured blood ol thousands of Aiuer- 


From the Town to the Battle Field. 


Passing out of Gettysburg by the 


Baltimore turukike, we come in a few 
steps to the eutrauee of the cemetery. 
Little of the enclosure remains save 
the wicket gateway, from which the 
gates have been torn. The neat wood- 
en fence first thrown down to facilitate 
the movement of our artillery became 
absorbed for fuel and in various other 
uses, as the soldiers made their camp 
on the spot. A few palings scattered 
carelessly around are all that remain. 
The cemetery was such as is usually 
to be found near thrifty towns of the 
size of Gettysburg, None of the mon- 
uments and adornings were highly ex- 
pensive, though all were neat, and 
many of them bordered on the costly. 
The place was kept with considerable 
care, aa is evidenced by the few traces 
of horticulture that remain. The eee 
ie arrested by a notice prominently 
posted forbidding the destruction or 
mutilation of any shrub, tree or stone 
about tne place, under severe penal* 
ties. The defiance that war makes 
against the civil law, and the over- 
throw of many of society's customs, is 
forcibly apparent as one peruses those 
warning lines. 
Traces of the Struggle at Cemetery. 


Monuments and headstones lie here 


and there overturned. Graves, once 
carefully tended by some loving hand, 
have been trampled by horses' feet 
until the vestiges of verdure have dis- 
appeared. The neat and well trained 
shrubbery has vanished, or is but a 
broken and withered mass of tangled 
brushwood. On one grave lies a dead 
artillery horse, fast decomposing uu- 
der the July sun. On another lie the 
torn garments of some wounded sold- 
ier, staiued and saturated with his 
blood. Across 
a small headstone, 


bearing the words "To the memory of 
our beloved child, Mary," lie the frag- 
ments of a musket shattered by a cau- 
lion shot. In the centre of a space 


Ibe crest of each ridge ie distant a 
Hood three fourths of a mile or more 
from the other. It was on these ridges 
that the Mute of battle on the second 
and third daye were formed, the rebel 
Hue beiug on the ridge to the west- 
ward. Tu« 
uii« stretching directly 


from our left hand, and occupied by 
our owu men, has but little timber 
upon it, while that held by the rebel* 
cau boast of several groves of greater 
or less txteut. la one of these the 
Pennsylvania College Ie embowered, 
while iu another is Men the Theologi- 
cal Seminary. Half way between the 
ridges are the ruins of a large brick 
building burned during the engage- 
ment, and dotted about here and there 
are various brick and frame structures. 
Two miles at our left baud rises a 
sharp pointed elevation, known to the 
inhabitants ot the region as Hound 
Hi'll. Its sides are wooded and the 
forest stretches from its base across 
the valley to tne crest of the western 
ridge. 
The Valley Between the Kidges. 


It must not be supposed that the 


space between the ridges is an even 
plaiu, shaven with the scythe and 
levelled by the roller, it rises and 
falls gently and with little regularity, 
but iu no place is it steep of ascent. 
Were it not for its ununinformitv and 
for the occasional sprinkling of trees 
over its surface, it could be compared to 
a patch of rolling prairie iu miniature. 
To tue southwest of the further ridge 
is seen the mountain region of West- 
ern Maryland, behind waich the reb- 
els had their line of retreat, it is uot 
a wild, rough mass of mountains, but 
a region of hills of tne larger and more 
iu accessible sort. They are traversed 
by roads ouly iu a lew localities, aud 
their passage, except through the 
gaps, is difficult for a single team aud 
impossible for an army. 


The Theological Seminary 


spoken of above, was oue of the spots 
around which the battle raged. Beyond 
it was where the First and Eleventh 
corps contended with Ewell and Long- 
street on the first day of the engage- 
ment. Afterwards, finding that the 
rebels were too strong for them, they 
fell back and took up a new positi n, 
including this building on the line. 
Here the loss was very heavy, and the 
seminary shows the fearful nature of 
the struggle, its walls are perforated 
with shot aud shell, and the bricks 
are indented 
by numerous 
bullet 


marks. Its windows show the effects 
of the musketry, and but little glass 
remains to shut out the cold and rain. 
The building is not now in use accord- 
ing to its original designs, but is occu- 
pied as a hospital by the rebels. From 
a school for education of ministers of 
the Gospel to a receptacle of rebel 
wounded is a change 
indeed. The 


Pennsylvania College has been simil- 
arly occupied, and the instruction of 
the students is neglected for the pres- 
ent, 
j 


Position of a Battery. 


In passing from the cemetery along 


the crest of the ridge where our line of 
battle stood, I first came upon the 
position occupied by some of the bat- 
teries.' This is shown by the numer- 
ous dead horses lying unbuned and by 
the large mounds which mark where 
others have been slightly covered up. 
There are additional traces of an artil- 
lery right. Here is a broken wheel of 
a gun carriage, an exploded caisson, a 
handspike and the numerous peculiar- 
ly colored paper covers that accom- 
pany fixed ammunition. In the fork 
of a tree I found a Testament, with 
the name "Charles Durrale, Corporal 
of Company, G," written ou Hie fly 
leaf. The guus aud the guuuers have 
disappeared. Some of the latter are 
now with the eolnuiu moving iu pur-

A family shaft has been broken 
in fragments oy a shell, and only the 
base remains, with a portion of the in- 
scription theieou. Stone after stone 
felt the eflectfe of the feu d'enter that 
was poured upon the crest of the hill. 
Cannon thundered and foot aud horse 
soldiers tramped over the sleeping 
place of the dead. Other dead were 
added to those who are rsstiug here, 
and many a wounded soldier still 
lives to remember the contest above 
those silent graves. 


Burial Places of the Fallen. 


My next advance to the left carrie* 


me where the ground is thickly stud- 
ded with graves. In one group 1 count 
a dozen graves of the Twentieth Mas-

Position of Cemetery Hill—Its Im- 


portance. 


The hill on which this cemetery is 


located was the centre of our line of 
battle and the key to the whole posi- 
tion. Had the rebels been able to carry 
this point they would have forced us 
into retreat, aud the whole 
battle 


would have been lost. To oierce our 
line here was Lee's great endeavor, 
and he threw nis best brig ides against 
it. Wave after wave of living valor 
rolled up that slope, ouly to roll back 
again uuder the deadly tire of our artil- 
lery aud infantry. It was on this hill, 
a little to the right of the cemetery, 
where occurred the charge of the fam- 
ous brigade of Louisiana Timers, it 
was their boast that they were never 
yet foiled in au attempt to take a bat- 
tery, but ou this occasion they suffered 
a defeat and nearly annihilation. Sad 
aud dispirited they mourn their re- 
pulse and terrible losses in the charge 


The Battle Ground Before Us. 
From the summit of this hill a large 


portion of the battle ground is spread 
out before the spectator. In front and 
at bis feet lies the town of Gettysburg, 
containing in quigt tunes a population 
of four or five thousand souls. It is 
not more than a hundred yards to the 
houses in the edge of the village where 
the contest with the rebel sharpshoot- 
ers took place. To the left of the town 
stretches a long valley, bounded on 
tach eide by a gently sloping ridge. 


Defences by the Road Side. 


Between the cemetery and The town 


and at the foot of tne ridge where 1 
fctand runs the road leading to Em 
mitbburg. H is not a turnpike, but a 
common dirt road, and as it leaves 
the main street leading into town 
it makes a diagonal ascent of the hill. 
On the eastern side of this road is for 
a short distance bordered by a stone 
wall. Elsewhere on both sides there 
is nothing but a rail fence. A por- 
tion of our sharpshooters took posi- 
tion behind this wall and erected tra- 
verses to protect them from a flanking 
fire should the enemy attempt to 
move up the road from Gettysburg. 
These traverses are constructed at 
right angles to the wall, by making a 
"crib" of fence rails, two feet high and 
the same distance apart, and then fill- 
ing it up with dirt. Farther along on 
the road T find the rails from the west- 
ern side of the road piled against the 
fence on the east, so as to form a 
breastwork two or three feet in height 
—a few spadesful of dirt serve to fill 
up the interstices. This defence was 
thrown up by the rebels at the time 
they were holding the line of the 
roads. 


Evidence ot Hot Work. 


Moving to the left 1 find still more 


severe traces of artillery 
fighting. 


Twenty-seven dead horses on a space 
of little more than one acre is evi- 
dence of heavy work. Here are a few 
scattered trees, which were evidently 
used as a screen for our batteries. 
These trees did not escape the storm 
of shot and shell that was rained in 
that direction. Some of them were 
perforated by cannon shot, or have 
been completely cut off in that pecu- 
liar splintering manner that marks 
the course of a projectile through 
green 
wood. Close by where this 


lighting took place are piled a large 
number 
of 
muskets 
and 
cartridge 


boxes that have been collected from 
the fif-ld. Considerable work has been 
done in thus gathering the debris of 
!lu> battle, but it is by no means com- 
plete. Over all the ground are scat- 
tered muskets, bayonets and sabres, 
our own being indiscriminately mingl- 
ed with those of the rebels. 


York, and close at hand an equal num- 
ber from the Twelfth New Jersey. 
Care has been taken to place a nead- 
board at each grave, with a legible in- 
scription thereon, showing whose re- 
mains are resting beneath. 
The head- 


board is usually made from the rem- 
nant of a box that may have served its 
purpose and become useful as a box 
no longer. In a few instances they ap- 
pear to have been made from fresh 
lumber, with special reference to their 
present use. On one board the com- 
rades of the dead soldiers had nailed 
the back of his knapsack, on which 
his name was painted 
Ou another 


was a brass plate, bearing the soldier's 
name in heavily stamped etters. 


Artificial Defences. 


The line of breastworks continue. 


From the center of our position, far 
awa> to the extreme left, our men 
threw up hasty defences, from which 
to resist the rebel attack. Wherever 
stone fences were found they were 
taken advantage of to form a part of 
tne line. 
Where these were not at 


hand the rails from fences were heap- 
ed up and covered slightly with dirt. 
Where these did not run in the proper 
direction works of earth and trees 
were thrown up, behind which the 
men were to fight. They extended 
nearly to the base of Round Hill and 
into the timber that skirts that eleva- 
tion. They were thrown up on Wedns- 
day night, "after the First and Eleventh 
Corps had been driven back through 
the town. It was General Meade's plan 
to compel the enemy to make an at- 
tack, and for this purpose the works 
were thrown up. At the same time 
the rebels were not idle. They threw 
up a line of over four miles in length, 
in some cases constructing it with 
great care. 
For much of the way 


their works partake more of the na- 
ture of permanent defences than they 
do of a fortification that is designed 
to be merely temporary. It was evi- 
dently their supposition on Wednes- 
day night that they could compel us 
to make the attack. They looked for 
an assault with inferior numbers up- 
on their army in strong position of 
their own choosing. 
Their expecta- 


tions in this particular were not ful- 
filled. 
Effect of the Whitwortn Projectile. 


Moving still to the left, 1 found an 


orchard in which the fighting appears 
to have been desperate in the extreme. 
Artillery shot had plowed through the 
ground in every direction, and the 
trees did not by any means escape the 
fury of the storm. The long balls of 
iron, said by officers present to be a 
modification of the Witworth projec- 
tile, lay everywhere scattered- The 
rebels must have teen well supplied 
with this species of ammunition, and 
they evidently used it with no sparing 
hand. At one time I counted twelve 
of these bolts lying on a space not 
fifty feet square. I was told that the 
forest in rear of our position was full 
ot" these shot that passed over our 
heads in the time of iae action. The 
rebel artillery fire has heretofore been- 
excellent, but I am told that on the 
present occasion it was not accurate. 
Why it was so is difficult to explain. 


Battle Debns. 


The defences thrown up on our left 


were next in order ot" visit. They con- 
sisted of a single line of temporary 
earthworks, and in a few instances of 
two- lines. Behind them lay the de- 
bris ot" battle scattered everywhere. 
Pieces of clothing, tattered 
shelter 


tents, 
spoiled cartridges, 
canteens 


pierced by bullets, torn haversacks, 
broken muskets, sabres, bayonets, sol- 
diers" equipments—all were mingled 
in confusion. Stained and saturated 
with loyal blood, the fragments of 
clothing torn from wounded heroes 
bore evidence of the terrible struggle. 
Behind 
the 
breastwork 
were 
the 


graves of the fallen, dotted thickly 
around. The ground was deeply cur 
by the wheels of the artillery as it per- 
formed its evolutions on the field. 


Effects Upon Wheatfield. 


A mile from our central position, on 


the crest of the hill at the cemelen. 
was a tield of wheat, and near to it a 
large tract, on vdiich corn was grow- 
ing luxuriantly before the battle. The 
wheat was fearfully trampled by the 
hurrying teet of the dense masses of 
infantry as they changed their posi- 
tions during the battle. In the corn

Stubborn resistance overcame the va- 
lo' of the assailants. Time after time 
they came to the assauiL only to fall 
hack as they had advanced. 
Their 


linal retreat left the remnant of our 
ov.n men still standing behind their 
works. The rebel dead and wounded 
were 
scattered 
thickly 
about 
the 


iiround. Our own were not wanting. 


Stormed with Shot and Shell.' 
..early to the left extreme of the 


line, and half way between tne crests 
ot the ridges, stands a neat farm 
house. Around this dwelling the bat- 
tle raged as around Hougo union t at 
\Vaterloo. At one time it was in the 
rebel possession, and was fiercely at- 
tacked by our men. The walls were 
pierced with shot and shell, many of 
the latter exploding within, and mak- 
ing of themselves a scene of devasta- 
tion. The * glass was 
shattered 
by 


rifle bullets on every side, and all the 
woodwork 
bears 
testimony 
to 
the 


struggle. The sharpshooters were in 
every room. and. added to the disorder 
caused by the explosion 
of shells. 


What the missiles spared me soldiery 
destroyed. The rebels 
were 
driven 


from the house, and the position was 
taken by our own men. They in turn 
were dislodged, but finally took and 
held the place. 


Citizens Searching the Field. 


In the orchard in rear of this house 


was the position of the rebel batteries 
during a portion of the attack upon 
our left. 
Fifteen of their horses lie 


dead on the ground, swollen to an 
enoimous size. As yet the citizens 
nave made no attempt to bury the pu- 
i refying masses. All over the field are 
numerous men from the country, en- 
gaged in gathering whatever is of 
value. A few are merely in search of 
relics, but the most of them are bear- 
ing away any and everything that 
they v consider 
of 
pecuniary 
value. 


Here in this orchard I find a country- 
man engaged in cutting the harness 
from one of the dead battery horses, 
and preparing to carry it from the 
field. Another has collected a dozen 
blankets dropped by the soldiers in 
iiie neat of the engagement. Another 
walks past me with three of the best 
muskets he can fine: on the battle 
field. Sentries 
have 
very 
properly 


been posted where they can take from 
visitors all that is ot value to the gov- 
ernment. 


The Rebel Dead. 


Retracing my steps before reaching 


the extreme left I return to the center 
of our position on the Cemetery Hill. 
I do not follow the path by which T 
came, but take a route along the hol- 
low, between the two ridges. It was 
across this hollow that the charges 
were made in the assaults upon our 
position. 
Much blood was poured oui 


between thes? two swells of land. 
Most ot the dead have been buried 
where the> fell or gathered in-little 
clusters beneath some spreading tree 
or beside clumps of bushes. 
Somo, of 


the rebel dead are still uncoveied. 
"Ine first that meets my gaze I come 
upon suddenly, as I descend a bank 
some three or four feet in Height, to 
the side of a small spring. 
He is ly- 


ing near the spring, as if he had 
crawled there to obtain a draught of 
water. 
His hands were outspread up- 


on the earth, and clutching at the lit- 
tle tufts of grass beneath him. His 
haversack and canteen are still hang- 
ing to his side, and his hat is lying 
near him. His musket 
is 
gone— 


either carried off by his comrades, 
taken by some relic seeker, or placed 
in the accumulated neap by our own 
soldiers. 


Another corps a few paces distant 


lies with its hands thrown upward, 
in the position taken when the soldier 
probably killed instantly while stand- 
ing upright, and fell backwards as he 
expired. His clothing is not torn, no 
blood appears upon his garments, and 
his face, though swollen, has no ex- 
pression of anguish. Twenty 
yards 


from him are the remains of a body 
cut in two by a shot or shell. The 
grass around him is drenched in his 
blood, that even the rain of yesterday 
has not washed away. 
His gun 
5? 


shattered in pieces, evidently by the 
same missile that killed its owner. 
and is lying ten feet away. As I 
move forward I find another corpse, 
evidently that of a rebel, who was 
struck while in the act of taking aim 
over his musket. His hands are rais- 
ed, the left extended beyond the right 
and the fingers of the former partly 
bent, as if they had just been grasp- 
ing tue stock of a gun. One foot is 
advanced before the other, and the 
body is lying on its right side. To 
appearances it did not move a muscle 
after receiving its wound. 


Additional Horrors. 


The body of another rebel attracts 


my attention by a singular circum- 
stance. The face is discolored in the 
extreme, black as that of the purest 
Congo negro. 
Tbe hands are as deli- 


cate as those of a lady and of snowy 
whiteness. With the exception of the 
face, the body is but little swollen, and 
there are no signs of the commence- 
ment 
of 
decomposition. 
Several 


bodies that 
1 find show blackened 


faces but no others than tbis display 
such a contrast between the color of 
the face and bauds. 
Near a small 


white house on th» rebel HUP lie-; tho 
bod> ot an othcer. evidently a lieuten- 
ant, or captain. His right arm is ex- 
tended as it to grasp the hand of a 
friend. All possible positions in which 
a dying man can be noticed on this 
field. 


On the Emmitsburg Road. 
j 


Reaching the Emmitsburg road I 


find the same signs of battle that I 
have mentioned elsewhere. The rails 
aie ever\ where scarred by bullets, the 
fences thrown down, the ground cut 
by the wheels of the suns and trodden 
smooth by the feet of the soldiers. In 
eveiv 
place it 
i-; strewn 
with the 


wreck of battle. A shattered gun car- 
riage s-hows where a rebel battcr\ 
stood and received the shot of our 
own. 
! met near here a woman and 


three children on thetr return to their 
urine on the left of the line of battle. 
Five davs ago thev a'ere forced to tiee 
to town to escape trom their locality 
'letweeii 
the 
two contending lines. 


This morning, for the first time, they 
return back. 1 fear the battle has 
made sad havoc with their property. 
If their house is standing, they will 
liiul it shattered by shot and shell and 
all its furniture torn up and destroy- 
ed. The war tells heavily upon the 
inhabitants of the region where it is 
waged. 
Its brief transfer to tint, lo- 


cality win long show its effects upon 
Gettysburg and its vicinity. 
Shelling Gen. Meade's Headquar- 


ters. 


The little farm house on the Em- 


mitsburg road, where General Meade 
held his headquarters during the can 
nonade, is most fearfully cut up. it 
is already known how General Lee 
masked his artillery and opened with 
one hundred and thirty pieces at the 
same moment. 
Two shells in every 


second of time fell around these head- 
quarters. 
The shells tore through the 


little white building, exploding and 
scattering their fragments in every 
direction. Not a spot anywhere was 
safe. 
One shell througit the doorstep, 


another in the chimney, a third shat- 
tering a rafter, a lourth cutting off 
the legs of a chair in wnich a staff 
officer was seated; others severed and 
splintered the posts in front of the 
house, howled through the trees by 
which the dwelling was surrounded, 
and raised deep furrows of the soft 
earth. At the fence in front of the 
building the horses of aids and order- 
lies were standing. A dozen of the 
frightened animals fell by the rebel 
projectiles, 
and others broke away 


and fled in the wildest fright towards 
the rear. 
One staff officer, and an- 


other 
and 
another 
were 
wounded. 


Strange to say, amid all this iron hail 
no one of the staff was killed. Every 
man stared death full In the face, and 
bad little prospect of escaping unhurt. 
Rarely in the history of war has there 
been a scene to equal this. 


The Cannonade Elsewhere. 


This storm of pitiless iron was by 


no 
means 
burled 
at 
headquarters 


alone. It was Lee's grand attempt to 
snatter and break our center, prepara- 
tory to the charge which should pos- 
sess him the key to our position. 
It 


was a brilliant plan, and one in which 
Napoleon 
often 
achieved 
success. 


Wherever that, array ot guns was 
pointed there the air was laden with 
tne hurtling missiles of death. Every 
11 ee. everj &hiub, every blade of grass 
bent before the blast. Through the 
thick, rolling smoke cloud that sepa- 
rated the contending hosts shell after 
shell crushed on its fiery way. Man 
nor beast could stand before it. 
Huge 


gaps were cut in our lines, and bat 
tery after battery hushed its fire, dis- 
abled by the rebel guns. Nearly two 
hours of this cannonade, and then 
came tue charge which was so nobly 
repulsed. 


Scene of the Tigers Charge. 


Once more at the cemetery. I struck 


across the Baltimore turnpike to the 
hill that forms the extremity of the 
ridge on which the main portion of 
our line of battle was located. This 
hill overlooks the town and the whole 
valley towards the northwest, where 
it runs off into the hilly country in 
the direction of the Susquehanna. It 
was on this hill, just to the right of 
uie cemetery, where the battery was 
posted that the Tiger Brigade of Loui- 
siana attempted to take by a charge. 
I 
have 
elsewhere 
spoken 
of 
this 


charge and the manner in which it 
was met 
by our troops. 
Looking 


from this elevation clown to the val- 
ley below one can readily understand 
the desperate nature of such a charge. 
. hat the Tigers succeeded in reaching 
the guns and actually spiking one of 
them argues great valor on their part. 
Equal heroism was displayed by our 
troops in driving back the enemy af- 
ter they had once obtained the hill. 


Position on the Centre. 


This 
hill 
was made 
artificially 


strong during the night, after the first 
assault, by the erection of several re- 
dans, behind each of which a gun was 
posted. These were sufficiently high 
to prevent their being carried with 
ease by the enemy. Tn addition to the 
artillery in this position there was a 
consideiab'e number of guns held in 
reserve. This position of the line re- 
ceived sj.ecial attention, as it was the 
key to our whole position. 
Should 


this be carried cur defeat would be 
certain, as 
it would separate 
our 


wings from each other. Th? defences 
that were thrown up still remain, bv.t 
the guns were in the road in pursuit 
of 
the 
retreating rebels. The

day there is a Sabbathlike stillness. 


On the R'ght Centre. 


To the right of the hill the line of 


battle for almost half mile falls back 
at ' ' 
right angle.-, to the general course, 


from 
Round Hill to the Cemetery. 


This is due TO ihe configuration ot the 
ground—the valley through which a 
stream winds, bending sharply to the 
eastward. 
From heie the line does 


nol follow a regulai ridge, but is over 
a succession of elevations and depres- 
sions. The defences are on these in- 
equalities alone: the front of the crest. 
Fortune willed it that for a portion 
of distance there should be a strong 
stone fence. This vras rendered more 
dense by throwing up a quantity of 
dirt on both sides, preventing the bul- 
lets from glancing or passing into the 
interstices of the wall. 
The trees 


around this wall are thickly scarred 
by bullets from rebel rifles, and the 
same is the case with those in front, 
behind which the rebel sharpshooters 
were posted. 


Within twenty yards of one portion 


of the works are the remains of a 
rebel's coat and a bloody blanket. 
Near it I found a copy of the New 
Testament, of the ordinary 12mo. size, 
well printed and not badly bound. On 
the title page is the imprint of the 
Confedeiate States Bible Society, and 
it claims to have teen thrown from 
the press of an establishment in At- 
lanta, Ga. It contains the name of 
John H. Congreve, of an Alabama 
regiment, the number being so blur- 
red that it cannot be made out with, 
certainty. On the fly leaf in the end 
of the book the owner attempted to 
draw a representation 
of the rebel 


flag above that of the Union. 
In the Forest Graves of the Slain. 


After passing the forest hill on the 


right, a rocky and somewhat steep as- 
cent. I entered the forest. The breast 
works here are constructed of piled 
logs and dirt. The engineers were in 
ail cases caieful to keep them on the 
brow of the hill, the most difficult po- 
sitions for the rebels to assault. Camp 
debris again becomes visible. In one 
place is a considerable quantity of 
cast off soldiers' clothing, shelter tents 
and rubber blankets. A little back of 
the position on the hillside is a quiet 
nook, where t"ie earth is less rocky, 
are the graves of several of the Union. 
^hiiii. The lort; does not appear to 
have lieeu heavy on our own side in 
this locality, owing to the excellent po- 
sition that we occupied. 


Down the slope oC the first hill,, 


nearly to the bank of the stream, is a 
long mound 
of yellow earth. 
Ap- 


proaching this I fined it to be the rest- 
ing place of a portion of the rebel 
dead. Close by it the side of a tree 
has been scraped and neatly smoothed 
down. On this spot has been placed 
the following inscription: 


Forty-five Rebs buried to the right. 
An index points to the mound. Fur- 


ther down the valley is anoher mound 
close by the bank of the stream. 


A Rocky Ascent. 


On the second elevation from 
the 


cemetery the line bends still more to 
the right, following the brow of the 
hill. 
At the base of the hill is a 


stream known as Rock Creek, across 
which the rebels were obliged to move 
in their advance on the right. It is 
but a few steps across, and not large 
enough to hinder rhe movements of 
the foops. 
From the stream to the 


summit of the hill the ascent is quite 
steep—too steep to be climbed, except 
at a slow walk. The rocks along the 
whole ascent are rotigh and irregular, 
and, 
in the fare of a heavy fire, must 


be difficult to pass. The trees are of 
good size and the forest is free from 
underbrush. The limbs of the trees 
are from ten to twenty feet high, and 
affords no screen to the approaching 
foe. 


Scene of Attack on the Klgfat. 


About half way from the center of 


the extreme right is the location of 
the scene of the fiercest attack upon 
that portion of the field. The most 
teriible fire of the day has left its. 
marks upon the trees and rocks. I 
have seen the whole of the Shiloh bat- 
tlefield, as well as that where Sher- 
man met his disastrous repulse at the 
Chickasaw 
Bayou. The 
traces 
of 


fighting there are but slight compared 
to those on this ground. I find tree 
after tree scarred from base to limbs 
so thickly that it would have been im- 
possible to place one's hand upon their 
trunks without covering the marks 
of a bullet. One tree was stripped of 
more than half ITS leaves by the effect 
of the bullet.*- alone, did numj of the 
twigs were cut half off. and were 
hanging wilted and ready to drop to 
the ground. 
The trunk of the tree, 


about ten inches in diameter, was cut 
and scarred in every part. The fire 
which had struck these trees was that 
which was dirtcted from our muskets 
upon the advancing rebels. Every tree 
and bush, for the distance of half a 
mile alone- these works was nearly as 
badly marked. The storm of bullets 
must have been as thick as hailstones 
in nn ordinary storm. 
How a man 


could exist in it and come out unhurt 
is difficult to imagine. 


The trees are not alone in display- 


ing the teriible effects of the shot. The 
rocks, wherever they face towards our 
breastworks, are thickly stippled with 
dots of white. On one rock, present- 
ing a surface of about seven square 
feet, bullets have left their traces in 
little blurred spots, like a snow flake 
of the largest size. The missiles, flat- 
tened by contact with the rock, are 
lying scattered about in the leaves,

In his article on his adventures 


among the Ona Indians of Tierra del 
Fuego in Harper's for August, Charles 
W. Furlong charges the white colon- 
ists with having wantonly destroyed 
this once strong race. 


"Less than three decades ago the 


primitive inhabitants, the Ona Indi- 
ans, lived, hunted and fought from An- 
agarda point in Magellan strait to 
Beagle channel. 


"Had the whole island been like 


the southern half, to-day the Onas, in 
all probability, would be in control 
of practically all of their original do- 
main. Had it been like the northern 
half, the world would undoubtedly 
look upon the hunting grounds of an 
extinct race. As it is, within less than 
thirty years the Onas have shrunk 
from perhaps 3,000 to 300, and all be- 
cause they possessed land the white 
man coveted for his sheep, and had 
inborn courage and ferocity strong 
enough to oppose him. 


"With the establishment of the first 


stoeep range, in the early 'SOs, began a 
cruel and persistent warfare on the 
part of the white man. In reprisal 
for the land from which he was driv- 
en, the Ona raided the range at night 
for the 'white guanaco,' as he called 
the strange animal, the sheep, which 
he found not only easily captured, 
but sweeter and more tondor to the 
taste than the wild guanacos of his 
Island. 


"These raids wore so persistent and 


assumed such magnitude that it really 
became a case of Indian or sheep, and 
the scattered settlers with their rang- 
ers began a warfare of extermination 
in which hirelings were engaged and 
the 'chunkies' shot on sight. 
Occa- 


sionally a large number with their 
women and children were rounded up 
and shipped to Dawson island, where 
tuberculosis-infected quarters soon ac- 
complished their work. 
It being a 


case primarily of bullets against ar- 
rows in an open country, the result 
was obvious. In treachery the white 
man outdid the Indian. He invariably 
took him at a disadvantage and played 
false with his truce, even resorting to

Meade Statue for Washington. 


Veteran soldiers in the State are 


greatly interested in the proposition 
that the Stale erect a statue in Wash- 
ington. D. C., to the memory of the late 
General George Gordon Meade, of Phil- 
adelphia, who commanded the Union 
forces at the battle of Gettysburg, 
where the rebellion reached its high- 
water mark and got the first deadly 
blow that resulted eventually in its 
suppression. 


During the last legislative session a 


bill to appropriate $20.000 for the mon- 
ument, the authorities of the city of 
Washington to furnish a site for the 
monument. This bill was passed with 
no opposition whatever, and was last 
week approved by Governor Tener. 


The preamble ot the bill recites that 


it is fitting and proper that a statue 
to Meade should be erected in Wash- 
ington and that such a memorial 
should be erected at the expense of the 
State upon whose soil was fought the 
battle of Gettysburg, in which Meade 
gained a deathless renown. 


The bill provides for the creation of 


a commission of Governor Tener, At- 
torney General Bell, the commander of 
the Pennsylvania Grand Army of the
